. hoped the Enemy was weakeſt”, 


And now what can juſtify the Prince of Orange

In ſhort, ſome Body told ſome Body, that the 
King of France and King James were for intro- 
ducing Popery; to prevent which, the Pope, the 
Emperor, the Prince of Orange, the Dutch, and 
Engliſh, abdicate King James, and enter into an 
Alfance to make the King of France ſubmit to 
the Pope's Authority, bs 

I come now to conſider what the Learned Bi- 
ſhop offers in Defence of the Eugliſb for ſubmit- 
ting to their new King. And,

« was firft broached and vented by Pope Gre: 
ce gory VII. commonly called Hiledebrand. 
And in his Sermon on the zoth of Zanury, 1680, 
p. 15. he tells us, „the refolving all Power into 
«© the People was firſt taken up by the Afﬀertors 
of the Pope's depoling Power; for they ar- 
«« gued, that if it belonged to the People, then 
e the Pope, reprefenting the Univerfal Church, 
& all their Rights did accrue to him; fo that in 
their Names he was to diſpoſe of Crowns as 
«© he pleaſed.” And in his Vindication of the 
Church and State of Scotland, p. 69. he thinks 
it better truſted in the Pope's than the People's 
Hands : So that this Principle of Power in the 


People, is, according to the Biſhop, both of Po- 


piſh Origin, and for the Pope's Intereſt ; tho? 
we are now made to believe it is the only Prin- 
ciple by which we can juſtify the glorious Prote- 
ſtant Revolution, and illuftrious Hanover Suc- 
cm. -- _ 5 
Laſtly, There are ſome few pretend the Dif- 
ference of Religion; but as that was never men- 
tioned by the Convention, and is“ directly con- 
trary to the Doctrine of the Church of England 3 
to the 23d Chapter of the Prefbyterians Confeſ- 
ſron of Faith; to the Doctrine and Practice of 
our Saviour and his Apoſtles, which, as the Bi- 
ſhop expreſſes it, f. do fo exprefly diſcharge 
« all Buſling and Fighting on the Pretence of 
e Religion, that we muſt either fer. up for ano- 
e ther Goſpel, or utterly reject what is fo for- 
« mally condemned by the Author of this we

vel Popiſh Notion to make the Difference of Re- 
ligion a Bar to Government, I think it not worth 
a Proteſtant's farther Conſideration. 
And now with what Face can any Papi be 
for the PR EKT END ER? Or, how can the PRE - 
TENDER claim the Crown if a Papiſt? We ſee 
it was by a Popiſh Principle and a Pop R's Ad- 
vice, that King JaMgs was depoſed ; and there- 
fore the PRETENDER muſt either proteſt againſt 
his Infallibility and Supremacy, which is in Ef- 
feft to turn Proteſtant ;, or allow the Juſtice of 
the Revolution, which is to deſtroy his own Pre- 
tenſions to the Crown. War 


In ſhort, no Proteſtant can on theſe Principles 


juſtify the Revolution without embracing (as the 
Biſhop words it) “ one of the moſt peſtiferous 
Popiſh Opinions; nor any Papiſt condemn it 
without renouncing the Pope's Infallibility and 
Supremacy, as well as the Authority of all thoſe 
Councils in which this Doctrine hath been con- 
firmed. | 3 

But leſt any ſhould doubt the Pope's being ſo 
deeply concerned in the Engliſb Revolution, Iwill 
juſt mention one or two of the Advantages he

-* Secondly, By this Means he formed a Grand Alli- 
ance againſt the French King; in the very firſt Article 
of which, the Emperor, the Dutch, and King William, 
ſwore that they would make no Peace * with Lewis 
« XIV. till he has made Reparation to the Holy See 
4c for whatſoever he has acted againſt it, and dn he 
« annul and make void all thoſe: infamous Proceedings 
«c-apainſt the Holy Father Innocent XI. 
_ Theſe were the Proceedings in France againſt the 
Pope; which King Fames was ſo far from endeavour- 
ing to get abrogated, that he had them printed here in 
England; for which, and for refuſing to come into the 
Pope's Meaſures, his Ambaſſador at Rome was treated 
after the rudeſt Manner, made the Jeft of that Court, 
and forced: to retire with Diſgrace ; for, as my Hiſto- 
rian obſerves, f Innocent having an Averſion in his 
„Nature to a Fadt ion he knew King James was em- 
© barked in, which he never took Pains to diſſemble, 
c was not over- fond of an Embaſſy from a Prince who 
« was in an Intereſt he had long wiſh'd to fee humbled, 
King James met with nothing but Mortifications 
tc at Rome, in the Perſon of his Ambaſſador.” © 
This Fa#ion was made up of the French King, 
Church, and Parliament, who were deſirous and en- 
deavouring to throw off the Roman Bondage; in which 
Deſign King James, it ſeems, was embarked. Ag 
And was there not therefore ſufficient Reaſon for the 
Pope to depoſe him, and be for King William, who 
would acknowledge the Grand Alliance to Þ be the 
Wark of God alone, as it is in-the Preamble to the Ar- 
ticles agreed on at the Congreſs ; and who ſwore never 
to make Peace with France till the Pope had Satisfac- 
tion; which he religiouſly obſerved, as may be ſeen by 
the 4th Article of the Treaty with Spain; tho? he ſo 
little regarded the 3d Article where the Proteſtants 
weile mentioned, that they and their Intereſts were 
entirely ſacrificed at the Place of Ryſwick. — See Ken- 
net's Hiſt, Vol. III. p. 739 — 40.
